Continued Examination Under 37 CFR 1.114 

A request for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, including the fee set 
forth in 37 CFR 1 .17(e), was filed in this application after allowance or after an Office 
action under Ex Parte Quayle, 25 USPQ 74, 453 O.G. 213 (Comm'r Pat. 1935). Since 
this application is eligible for continued examination under 37 CFR 1.114, and the fee 
set forth in 37 CFR 1.17(e) has been timely paid, prosecution in this application has 
been reopened pursuant to 37 CFR 1.114. Applicant's submission filed on 12 October 
2010 has been entered. 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The information disclosure statement filed on 12 October 2010 has been entered 
and considered by the examiner. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1,6-11,16-18 and 21 are allowed. 

As to Claims 1,6-11, 16-18 and 21 , the examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance is indicated in the previous Official Action dated July 12, 2010. 

The reference Nakajima et al. (JP401068608A) (Cited by Applicant) discloses 
surface waviness measuring instrument. However, Nakajima fail to disclose, teach or 
suggest a long working distance microscope objective positioned to receive the light 
beam as an input from the half-wave plate and output a converging light beam; wherein 
the optics further include a quarter-wave plate positioned to receive as an input the light 
beam with the first polarization and output a beam in a direction normally incident to the 
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surface, the reflected beam from the surface being reflected by the quarter-wave plate 
towards the position sensitive detector with the second polarization.
